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BURROWS’  SPECIFICATION. 

TO  ALL  TO  WHOM  THESE  PEESENTS  SHALL  COME,  I,  John 
Burrows,  of  the  Parish  of  Saint  James,  Westminster,  in  the  County  of 
Middlesex,  Doctor  in  Physick,  send  greeting. 

WHEREAS  His  most  Excellent  Majesty  King  George  the  Third  did,  by 
5  His  Letters  Patent  under  the  Great  Seal  of  Great  Britain,  bearing  date

the  Seventeen tli  day  of  March,  in  the  twelfth  year  of  His  reign,  give  and 
grant  unto  me,  the  said  John  Burrows,  His  especial  licence,  that  I,  the  said 
John  Burrows,  during  the  term  of  years  therein  expressed,  should  and  law¬ 
fully  might  use,  exercise,  and  vend,  within  England,  Wales,  and  Town  of 
10  Berwick-upon-Tweed,  and  also  in  all  His  Majesty’s  Colonies  and  Plantations 
abroad,  my  Invention  of  “  A  Medicine  entieely  New  in  these  His  Majesty’s 
Kingdoms,  and  not  befoee  peactised  theeein  by  any  Peeson,  commonly  called 
0E  KNOWN  BY  THE  NAME  OF  VELNO’s  VEGETABLE  SYEUP,  AND  OF  MAKING  AND  MANU- 
FACTUEING  THE  SAME  FEOM  SEVEEAL  RAKE  AND  VALUABLE  VEGETABLES  AND  DeUGS 

15  in  which  said  Letters  Patent  there  is  contained  a  provisoe  obliging  me,  the 
said  John  Burrows,  under  my  hand  and  seal,  to  cause  a  particular  description 
of  the  nature  of  my  said  Invention,  and  how  the  same  is  to  be  prepared,  to  be 
enrolled  in  His  Majesty’s  High  Court  of  Chancery  within  four  calendar  months 
after  the  date  of  the  said  recited  Letters  Patent,  as  in  and  by  the  same 
20  (relation  being  thereunto  had)  will  more  fully  and  at  large  appear. 

NOW  KNOW  YE,  that  in  compliance  with  the  said  provisoe,  I,  the  said 
John  Burrows,  do  hereby  declare  that  my  said  Invention  of  a  Medicine 
entirely  New  in  these  His  Majesty’s  Kingdoms,  and  not  before  practised 
therein  by  any  Person,  commonly  called  or  known  by  the  Name  of  Velno’s 
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Vegetable  Syrup,  and  of  Making  and  Manufacturing  the  same  from  several 
Rare  and  Valuable  Vegetables  and  Drugs,  is  described  in  the  manner  following 
(that  is  to  say)  : — 

I  take  of  the  eccoprotic  or  milder  purging  plants,  with  a  proper  quantity 
of  sal  tarturi,  and  let  them  infuse  for  some  time,  after  which  I  make  use  of  5 
anti-venereal  and  anti-scorbutic  plants,  moderately  bruised  before  expression, 
adding  a  quantity  of  the  juice  of  dandilion ;  then  depuration  is  necessary, 
freeing  them  from  all  heterogenious  matter ;  afterwards  let  them  stand  some 
time  within  a  moderate  digesting  heat.  Then  decantation  is  required,  after 
which  despumation,  by  adding  whites  of  eggs  to  the  fluid  to  be  clarified,  and  10 
when  boiled  to  a  proper  consistence  filtration  or  percolation  follow;  by  passing 
without  pressure  the  fluid  to  be  purified  through  proper  strainers ;  at  length 
it  is  made  into  a  syrup  for  use.
